against the British and French but without gaining ground, 

South of the Souchez river, one of the natural barriers to Lens, 
the Germans on Friday made a third attempt to recapture the posi- 
tions taken by the British Thursday avd Friday a third time have 
been thrown back. A momentary footing was won by Prince Rup- 
precht’s men, aided by liquid fire, in the new British positions, but 
a brilliant counter attack recovered the lost trenches and left the 


British line unchanged, 


Around Cerny-En-Laonnois, on the plateau 


overlooking the Ailette river and only nine miles south of Laon— 
an important link in the German defensive system in I'rance—the 
German crown prinea is expending his man-power freely but in- 


effectually in an attempt to regain lost ground, 


Throwing his men 


in waves against the French on both sides of the village, he succeeded 
only in gaining about 200 yards of an advanced element, but his gain 
was short-lived, as a French counter attack immediately evicted the 


Germans.

Marshal Joffre, and two former presi- 
dents of the United States-——Theodore 
Roosevelt and William H. Taft—-and 
Sir Thomas White, finance minister for 
Canada, 

At the close of the banquet Mayor 
Mitchell presented to Mr, Balfour and 
M. Viviant gold medals emblematic of 
their visit to New York The mayor 
then proposed 4 toast to the president 
of the United States. The diners rose, 
cheering frantically, and throwing 
theiv table napkins into the air while 
the orchestra played ‘The Star 
Spangied Banner.” 

The mayor then toasted King George 
of England, while the orchestra played 
“God Save the King.” This was fol- 
lowed by a toast to the French Re- 
public, which was druwk to the strains 
of the *Marsellaise,” and then there 
Was cnother toast to the iesident of 
Franee. 

As Mr, Mitchell began his address of 
welcome to the guests, and mentioned 
them by name—Balfour, Viviani,

pects of the nationalization of rail- 
ways.” He declared the matter one 
of finance only, not of sentiment, The 


country’s commitments on railway up 
to last June were $968,451,787,  In- 
eluding additions it would mean in 
round figures one billion dollars. 

He jopened with a consideration of 
what nationalization would mean to 
the country, Ever since confederation 
there had been expended or accumu- 
lated on vailway account $968,451,787. 
Even that was not the whole story. 
it did not include the value of the un- 
sold lands, which could be put at 
$100,0900,000 more. 

One Billion Dollars 

“We are safe in looking at the coun- 
try's commitments and investments all 
told with guarantees at one billion 
Collars,” Le said. 

This enoymous sum Sir Henry com- 
pared to “The yalue of two Tofontus.” 
‘The situation was really serious and 
called for the best attention, In the 
total he guve ‘were land Investments of 
the national transcontinental at $169,- 


000,000; the Intercolonial $116,000,- 
000; and the Prince Edward Island 
Railway, $9,000,000, These were tn 


railways which the peole already own- 
ed, Deducting those figures, it meant 
that $700,000,000 of the people's 
money had gone into private railway 
companies and more, much more, ie

man is actually in a slightly better 
position than man. Not only has she 
the franchise, but is eligible for every 
office, while In Ontario, she has the 
vote, but cannot sit ih tne legislature, 
cr fill offices other than those specially 
named, 

Without woman's assistance, man 
has passed a number of laws in this 
province, before giving her the suf- 
frage, which had elevated woman to 
a very high plane, often without cor- 
responding privileges to man Her,

Woman has the samo property 
rights a8 man and whilst a married 
woman is given an interest in her hus- 
band’s property, he has no correspond- 
ing interest in hers, 

If a man treats nis wife unjustly 
by will, she may apply to the court 
which may disregard the will and 
allow her a lump sum or such portion 
of her husband's property as may be 
just. [The wife however, is not ob- 
liged to recognize her husband by 
will or otherwise as regards her pro- 
perty. 

By the Dower uct passed this year, 
the wife has a life interest in the 
homestead property, which after the 
death of the husband covers the 
whole jproperty and not merely an un- 
Givided interest as in the old eastern 
Dower acts, 

Mr. Pelton described the Factory 
act and spoke of the valuable work 
done among neglected children and 
wayward women, and praised the 
work of the women’s court. Whilst 
often women magistrates were more 
severe on other women than a man 
would be, and perhaps less logical in 
coming to their conclusions, they are 
doing wonderftl social service and re- 
form work which the public hears lit- 
tle about. 

All this important legislation re- 
garding women, and tho regulations 
respecting truancy, placing children in 
homes instead of orphan asylums, 
children’s courts including the old 
Egyptian custom of punishing parents 
fordelinquency of children due to their 
neglect, and other acts protecting chil- 
dren, were passed by male legislators.

The city auditors warn us that

From what has been al- 
ready shown of their own rela- 
tions to the Pacifie Great Eastern 
interests, the opponents of the 
Brewster Government will be 
puzzled whther to wonder most 
that the late Oppositon let Dr. 
MacKenzie off so cheaply or that 
Mr. MacDonald let so much go by 
without collecting tribute.

The Drayton commis- 
sion has recommended the nation- 
alization of the railway sysverus of 
the country, with the exception of 
the C.P.R. Incidentally, the 
commission suggested that the 
stock of the C.N.R. and the G.T.P. 
was not worth anything, the infer- 
ence being that the country would 
be justified in taking it for no- 
thing. ‘To this Sir William Mac- 
Kenzie promptly and warmly res- 
ponded that ‘‘the C.N.R. could 
“take care of itself if given a 
*“chance’’—just what he meant by 
‘‘chance’’ not being explained. 
This was followed up by a report 
from some railway and financial 
experts of the United States de- 
claring that the C.N.R. has a 
future, and that, therefore, its 
stock has a prospective value. 
Now the G,T.P. tracks are being 
torn up, thus leaving the O.N.R. 
the only transcontinental line in 
Canada north of the C.P.R., and 
accordingly enhancing the 
of its stock, 

The significance of it all may be 
taken to be that Sir William does 
not intend to hand over the stock 
of the Canadian Northern for no- 
thing, to the publie or anybody 
else. If there is to be any nation- 
alizing of his system 1t will have to 
be on a cash basis, with Sir Wil- 
liam as one of the parties fixing 
the price. And the price of course 
goes up asthe prospects of the 
C.N.R, are bettered by tearing 
up the tracks of its rival. The 
Ministers, we may rest assured, 
have been informed that Sir 
William is still in the land of the 
living, and doing ‘‘business as 
usual,’’? They may not find the 
task of financing his enterprise 
from the publie treasury very 
popular, and may angle for votes 
With projects for railway nation- 
alization schemes if they want to, 
but when it comes to the point of 
making the dreams come true they 
will have to bring along the cheque 
book, Wherefore it is the G.T.P.

To the Bulietin—I've got a brick 
of mushreom spawn; vlease oblige me 
by telling me how to grow it, as no 
directions were sent with the seed; 
also, how do you grow asparagus? 

G. M. B., New Norway. 

Ordinary mushrooms may be suc- 
cessfully grown in an equable temper- 
ature, Underground cellars or thick- 
walled rooms make admirable mush- 
room houses; but where a house is 
Specially ‘built for the purpose, it| 
should be placed in the shade and! 
should be provided with hotwater 
pipes in order to maintain a sufficient 
temperature in winter. Two-foot or 
three-foot beds may be arranged, one 
above the other, on shelves placed 
along both sides of the walls. The 
temperature of the house should be 
kept at 50 degrees F. The beds should 
be prepared from fresh horse manure, 
cither dried or mixed with one quarter 
its volume of loam. Place n layer of 
this material g@bout four inches thick 
cn the floor of the bed, and trample it 
down firmly; then add a similar layer 
and treat in a like manner, repeating 
until the bed is a foot or more in 
depth, 
| After the heat of bed has reached 
} its highest point and begun to decline 
—~providing it is not higher than 90 
degrees-—-the bricks of spawn should 
be broken up into pieces about two 
inches cube, and these should be in- 
serted six inches apart just within the 
bed, About a week Inter a layer of 
moist ioam, free from sand should be 
laid all over the surface to the depth 
ofan inch and a half and beaten down 
hard with a spade, Watering should 
be avoided but it is often desirable to 
sprinkle the walls of the room, 

tn the open air mushrooms htre 
usually grown in beds made up into 
ridges about three feet wide at the 
| base and about four feet in height. 
| A fairly jthick covering of straw or 
litter is spread over the whole so as 
to retain the heac and protect agninst | 
rain, | 

The seed of asparagus should be 
sown thinly on ground ‘that has been 
well dug but not manured, any time 
from March to June. The drills should 
be about a foot apart and about an} 
inch deep. When the seeds are placed 
the ground should be raked over and 
pressed, In this country asparagus is! 
usually not in best condition for use 
until after the third season.

Sir.—I read with a good deal of in- 
terest and sympthy the letter of Peter 
Svarich on “Allen Rights” and would 
like to make a few kindred observa- 
tions from the standpoint of a soldier- 
student und an Englishman, with your 
kind permission, 

I feel certain that Sergt. Picard who 
is evidently the mouthpiece of the 
Great War Veterans’ asociation can 
never he taken seriously re the policy 
of disfranchising aliens, No one who 
knows anything about the industry, 
perseverence, and long-suffering of 
these adopted sons of the empire could 
ever think of committing so grave an 
injustice. Thousands of them to my 
personal knowledge have spent eigh- 
teen to twenty years and upwards in 
cultivating the soil of Western Can- 
ada, converting woods of no mean pro- 
portion into rich harvest  flelds. I 
» de into town the other day with a 
Ruthenian friend of mine on my way 
io Join my regiment. He told me of 
his privations, of the treatment he 
received at the hands of Canadian 
citicens, and, honestly, I was ashamed, 
i have ney: been treated with greater 
consideration by anyone than I have in 
the home of this man. There are 
many like him. Surely these are not 
the men to disfranchise! Sergt. Pic 
ard could well afford to get after those 
of our own countrymen and of kin- 
dred tongue who haye skipped to the 
U. S. A. to avoid military service— 
they rumber thousands! In my op- 
inion there are no harder workers, 
nor cre thrifty settlers than these 
aliens in our fair Dominion. T have 
had six years personal contact with 
Ruthenian homes and schools and | 
could never be a party to any such 
acheme outlined by the worthy ser- 
geant.

Peace River, Alta., May 9, f917.- 
True heroism is not blatant and men 
of deeds are not often men of words. 
Capt. Harry Coombs, the northland’s 


first soldier, told the story of the big- 
gest thing that ever happened to a 
man just as if his, and the experiences 
of other soldiers, fighting in this war 
were a common thing and as if little 
special courage had been exhibited 
above the usual and yet as the story 
proceeded the hearer thecame grad- 
ually aware that our yolunteer soldiers 
had gone up against the greatest ag- 
gregation of trained soldiers that ever 
xoose-stepped or marched and have 
held them for nearly three years and 
in the latter year have pushed them 
back from their positions. 

The people of Peace River had gath- 
ered in the Dominion hall Monday 
night to give Capt. Coombs a send-off 
and to tell him that they were behind 
all the men who had gone to fight the 
battles of the Empire. This, voicing 
forth the wishes of the hearts of the 
citizens of the north, fell to the lot of 
The Right Rey. Bishop Robins, who, 
in a eplendid address, which carried 
the meeting to the heights of high 
purpose, assured the guest of the 
evening that should the need demand 
it the men of the north would go to a 
man in ithe defence of the liberties of 
the world, 

Capt. Coombs was then called upon 
to speak and amid a fine reception 
rose and when the cheers had sub- 
sided quietly told the following story: 

“I have never seen so large a crowd 
in Peace River and this meeting has 
got my goat. I think I will tell you 
of some of the most impressive things 
in the war so far as my experience 
goes. That was a very impressive 
thing when the first contingent from 
Canada went across the water to Eng- 
land, Thirty thousand troops in the 
biggest convoy that ever sailed the 
seas left this land and succeeded in 
crossing without the loss of a man. 
Then the reception given us in Eng- 
land was a most impressive sight and 
experience, Why the women were so 
tickled by our arrival that they waved 
bed sheets out of the windows and 
shouted loudly their welcome. Of 
course the mud of Salisbury was im- 
pressive. Then the crossing over to 
France was a great experience, The 
Princess Pats went over in September, 
1914, and we went over the following 
February. The boom of the big guns 
could be heard in the distance as we

drew nearer. The noise of the gune 
is terrific, The shells break quite reg- 
ularly, In April, 1915, Canada went 


on the map as a fighting nation, 

To see a battalion go into the line 
is an impressive sight. To see it move 
into the line for an attack is a thrill- 
ing experience, As it proceeds it 
breaks up into sections smaller and 
smaller. When we went to attack we 
were told to dig in and were ‘given 
tools for the work. We went and then 
began to dig, After digging for a 
long time twe looked to see how big 
the pile was and when we saw how 
little it was we began again In great 
style. Over our heads we could hear 
the passing of the big shelis. (Capt. 
Coombs gave a fine description of the 
noise made by these fast moving 
bodies of destruction.) 

“After digging for

some shelter,

“Then to travel into no man's land 
is a big experience. In the dead of 
night, when it is quite dark, you are 
ordered to proceed with caution and 
you leave the trench erect and begin 
to walk. Suddenly Fritz sends up a 
star shell lighting up the whole field 
and you flop on the ground pretty 
fast and try to get your nose into the 
earth as deeply as possible. You have 
the idea that they can see you but they 
cannot see you at all when you lie 
down, Then you begin to crawl round 
and you get through the wire fences 
or entanglements and crawl 
some more, If you come across a 
Fritz patrol] you try to persuade him 
to come with you.

with, respect to the public highways 
and as such liable for any assessments 
in proportion to the beenfit to such 
public highways as determined by the 
report of the engineer. 


The department of public works 
shall be Nable for any special tax for 
drainage work in respect of lands pur- 
chased from the Dominion govern- 
ment until such lands are sold by the 
department, 

Where any drainage work is carried 
on through lands not in any munic!- 
pality the’ Minister of Municipal Af- 
fairs shall have and exercise all the 
powers and duties exercised by a coun- 
cll with respect to lands within «a 
municipality. 

Part TIT. provides that where in wu 
drainage district petitioned for under 
Tire: Drainage Act vacant Dominion 
lands are included among the lands 
to be benefited the Province may pur- 
chase such lands and after drainage 
shall sell the same by public auction 
as provided for in Part IT. 

Part IV. makes provision by which 
the Daminion government as owner 
of Dominion lands requiring drainage 
may send on an engineer and have re- 
ports, plans and estimates made, 
Which, having been approved by the 
Minister of the Imterior, shall be sub- 
mitted to the Minister of Public Works 
and he may, with the approval of the 
Lientenant-Governor in Council, con- 
stitute the area a drainage district, 
after which the work shall be carried 
on under the direction of the Minister 
of the Interior in accordance with The 
Drainage Act. 

The whole cost of such drainage 
shall be borne by the Dominion gov- 
ernment and no debentures are to be 
issued in connection with any suci 
drainage district. 

The proportion of the cost of the 
work assessed on any lands not Dom- 
inion lands comprised in any such 
drainage district shall be collected an- 
nually in the manner provided by The 
Drainage Act and remitted to the Min- 
ister of the Interior to be applied in 
reduction of the expenditure by him 
in connection with the work. 

Lands so reclaimed by the Domin- 
jon governinent shall be offered for 
sale by public auction within. five 
years after the completion of the 
drainage works, the sule of the lands 
to be conditionat upon terms of set- 
tlement and upon the purchaser be- 
coming responsible for the mainten- 
ance of the works in proportion to 
the amount fixed by the engineer at 
the time of organization of the dis- 


trict. 
The Dower Act. 


This Act gives a wife a life interest 
in the interest of her husband in the 
homestead, and “homestead” is in- 
terpreted to mean “the land on which 
the house occupied by the owner 
thereof as his residence is situated, 
consisting of not more than one quar- 
ter section,” or in a city, town or vil- 
lage “the land, consisting of not more 
than four lots as shown on a duly re- 
gistered plan, on which the house oc- 
cupled by the owner thereof as a resi- 
der Is situated,” 

The Act comes into force on the first 
day of May, 1917, after which date a 
married man cannot transfer, sell, 
mortguge or otherwise dispose of the 
homestead, as defined in the Act, 
without the consent in writing of the 
wife, and after said date every disposi- 
tion by will of a married man and ev- 
ery devolution upon his death intes- 
tate shall as regards such homestead 
be subject and postponed to an estate 
eo the life of such married man's 

a. 

The residence of'a married man 
shall not be deemed to have been 
changed unless the change is consent- 
ed to in writing by his wife, 

When a wife executes any consent 
under this Act she must acknowledge 
Same apart from her husband to have 
been executed by her of her own free 
will and without any compulsion on 
the part of her husband 

The Married Woman's Home Pro- 
tection Act is repealed by this Act. 

The Act shall not apply to any dis« 
position of a homestead already pro- 
vided for by an agreement in writing. 


The Seed Grain Act, 1917. 


By this Act the Provincial Treasur- 
er or the Minister of Agriculture may 
svuthorize any person to advance seed 
grain or any chartered bank in the 
Province to advance for the purchase 
thereof money to owners or occupiers 
of patented lands, or to the wives or 
other representatives of persons being 
the owners or occupiers of patented 
lands who are on active military or 
naval service, Provision is made 
Whereby the Province may guarantee 
the payment of the value of the seed 
grain or of any moneys advanced to 
vurchase seed grain to the extent of 
$75,000.00, and by reason of such 
guarantee the Provincial Treasurer is 
entitled to take security by way of 
any of the following methods: promis- 
sory note or notes, real estate mort- 
gage, chattel mortgage. 

Provision is also made for the fil- 
ing in the Land ‘l'ltles Office of a Nen 
in favor of the Province against the 
lund of a debtor and for a lien or 
charge upon ali grain grown upon the 
land for which any seed grain or mon- 
ey has been advanced under this Act, 

Seed grain or money may be ad- 
vanced (o an occupant of any land 
with the consent of the owner and 
upon thelr joint note, In which case 
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ithe land of the owner shall be sub- 
ect to the lien. 

Penalties are Imposed for making 
use of grain obtained for seed or mo- 
ney for the purchase of same for any 
other purpose than that for which the 
Fame was obtained, 


An Act to Amend An Act Re- 
spencting Seed Grain, Fodder 
and Other Relief. 


The Act of 1915 gave the Dominion 
overnment a first lien against the 
ands of any person Who obtained seed 
rain, fodder for animals, or other 
goods by way of relief, The amend- 
nent provides that: “such charge 
hall not as to any lands acquired by 
uch person after the date of the cre- 
ition of the charge apply save as to 
he interest of such person therein, 
pnd shall not have priority over mort- 
ages, liens or other encumbrances re- 
sistered against such lands prior to 
he date of acquisition; also, that if 
ny such charge is not entered in the 
register as hereinafter provided prior 
o the first day of January, 1917, it 
hall not have priority over any in- 
strument ,registered prior to the en- 
ry in the register of such charge.” 

Another amendment provides that 
he Minister of the Interior may by 
etter direct any registrar to enter a 
memorandum sin the propor docket to 
he effect that any part or parts of the 
nd and erops of the pereen mention- 
d in the letter is or are released from 
li liens under the Act or that such 
lens are postponed so as to rank next 
fter any mortgage or other instru- 
lent nt by way of charge, 


An Act to Amend the Game Act. 


The amendment provides a close 
Pason for ducks and geese between 
e 15th day of December and the ist 
ay of September in the following 
ear; 

That during the open season not 
10re than thirty ducks shall be killed 
y any one person in any one day and 
ot more than two hundred by any one 
erson in any one season; 

That grouse, partridge, pheasants, 
tarmigan and prairie chicken are 
rotected until the Jst day 5£ October, 
918, 

The amendment also provides that 
Hsuers of game licenses must send to 
e Minister before the 81st day of 
ecember in each year all moneys re- 
sived by him for licenses issued, all 
nissued licenses and a statement

The Official Guardian Act. 


Provision is made tn this act for the 
appointment of an official guardian, 
whose duty shall he to: 


(a). Act as guardian ad litem of in- 
fants; 
(b). Act in the adminfatration of 


estates upon order of the court; 

(ec). Act as custodian of the proper- 
ty of missing persons, convicts or de- 
ceased persons; 

(d), Act as Judicial trustee of the 
estate of any deceased person upon 
order of the court; 

(@), Act as guardian of any infant 
made a ward of the court under The 
Children’s Protection Act; 

(f). Act in such other capacity and 
do such other acts, matters and things 
as an official guardian is authorized or 
required to do, 

The official guardian may apply at 
the end of two years from the date of 
the issue of letters probate or adminis- 
tration, or at any other time he may 
deem it advisable to compel the admin- 
istrator or executor to have his ac- 
counts brought before and passed 
upon by a judge, and he shall be served 
with notice of every application to a 
surrogate court for a probate of the 
will or letters of administration where 
any infant is interested in the estate 
and he shall protect the interests of 
such infant. 

Any person may apply to the court 
for an order appointing the official 
muardian as judicial trustee under The 
Trustee Ordinance, 

Thy official guardian may upon the 
order of a judge or of the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council investigate or 
audit the accounts of any trustee, and 
for such purpose he shall have rights 
of access to all books, accounts and 
vouchers of the trustees and to any 
securities and documents of title held 
by them on account of tho trust. 


An Act to Amend An Act Respect- 
in the Legislative Assembly 
Of Alberta, 


The constituency of Edmonton, 
which formerly sent two members to 
the Legislative Assembly, Is by this 


amendment divided into two constitu- 
encies, East and West Edmonton, by 
the center line of 101st street, and 
each constituency now entitled to 
one representative. 


An Act to Amend tthe Election Act 
Respecting Members of the 
Legislative Assembly on 
Active Service. 


This act provides that in the event 
of a dissolution of the Legislative As- 
sembly before the war Is over twelve 
members named in the act, who have 
enlisted for overseas service and are 
under military control and for that 
reason cannot take part in any elect- 
ion, shall be returned to the next 
Legislative Assembly as if they had 
beet duly nominated and elected in 
accordance with the provisions of The 
Election Act, 


The Alberta Military Representa- 
tion Act. 


This act provides that there shall be 
iwo members for the province at large 
in the next legislature, to be elected 
by the soldiers and nurses from Alber- 
ta in Great Britain and Ireland, France 
and Belgium. Full provision is made 
for the taking of the vote through the 

Returning Officer, John A. Reid, Agent 
General for Alberta in London. 

The following persons are entitled to 
vote at said election: 

Every person serving in the military 
forces of Great Britain and her allies 
in Great Britain and Ireland, France 
or Belgium, raised for service in the 
present war, who at the time of en- 
listment was a resident in Alberta or 
who resided in Alberta for six months 
immediately preceeding the date on 

t which he or she left the province for 
the purpose of being appointed to or 
enlisting In or joining such forces, 


An Act to Amend An Act.to In- 
corporate the Alberta Farm- 
ers’ Co-Operative Ele- 
vator Company. 


The company is empowered to amal- 
gamate or otherwise deal with any 
other company having objects alto- 
gether or in part similar to those of 
the elevator comany, and afterwards, 
by an extraordinary resolution, to take 
proceedings for the voluntary winding 
up of the company, provided that no 
sale, amalgamation or other disposition 
}of the assets of the company shall 
take place until the terms thereof are 
approved by the Lieutenant-Goyernor 
in Council, 

There is also provision made for tho 
disposition of the annual revenue, 
after payment of the annual install- 
ment to the government on the loans 
adyanced on the elevators and pay- 
ment of any liabilities incurred in the 
ordinary course of business, as fol- 
lows: 

(a). If funds still remain the direc- 
tors shall set aside such sum as they 
deem meet as a reserve fund; € 

(b), If sufficient funds remain the 
directors muy declare and pay to the 
shareholders a dividend not exceeding 
S per cent. 

(c). If any balance remains the dir- 
ectors may at their discretion set the 
sume aside as a reserve fund as pro- 
vided for by sub-section (nu) hereof, 
or divide the same among the share- 
holders of the company on a pro rata 
basis according to the business furn- 
ished to the company by each. 

The decision of the directors as to 
the distribution of the said annual 
reyenue shall be final and there shall 
be no appeal iheretrom, or no action 
or suit in court shall be maintained 
with reference to same, 


The Electrical Workers’ Protec- 
tion Act. 


This act provides regulations to 
govern the sbaarrieten, maintenance 
sand operation of telephone, telegraph, 
} electric light, trolley and electric pow- 
er systems with the object of safe- 
guarding the lives of the men em- 
ployed and protecting the general 
public as well. 

The enforcement of the act is plac- 
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ed in the hands of the board of Public 
Utility Commissioners, 


An |Act to Incorporate the War 
Veterans’ Association. 


Any ten or more vyeterans may 
organize an association under the pro- 
visions of the act by filing in the 
oMee of the Provincial Secretary a 
Memorandum of association, in a 
form provided in the schedule to the 
act, duly executed by each of 
the yeterans desiring to organize the 
association, 


An Act for Raising Money on the 
Credit of the General Rev- 
enue of Alberta, 


The Lieutenant-Governor in Coun- 
cil is authorized to raise by way of 
loan @ sum not exceeding $2,600,000 
for any or all of the puroses fullowing: 

22—for the public service; for the 
covering of any debt of the province 
on open account; for paying any float- 
ing indebtedness of the province; for 
the carrying on of publie works auth- 
orized by the legislature; for the satis- 
faction or discharge of any obligation 
of the province and for such other 
purposes as may be authorized by the 
legislature. | 

The said eum may be borrowed for 
any term or terms not exceeding fifty 
years, at a rate not exceeding five per 
cent, per annum, 


An Act to Provide for the Guar- 
antee of Certain Borrowings 
of the Hail Insurance 
Board of Alberta. 


The Hail Insurance Board organ- 
ized under the Municipal Co-operative 
Hall Insurance Act is indebted to 
claimants for hail Inaurance losses 
which it is unable to pay to the 
amount of $262,000.00. In order to 
enable the board to pay its claims in 
full the government by this act agrees 
to guarantes the payment of the 
promissory note or notes of the board 
for the amount herein specified and 
interest, 

Any sum so borrowed, with interest 
thereon, shall be repaid by the sai 
board out of the proceeds of any rate 
levied or to be levied for hail insur- 
ance in the province under the pro- 
Visions of the said Municipal Co-oper- 
ative Hail Insurance Act, and such 
repayment shall be made In such sums 
and over such periods as may be 
agreed upon between the lender and 
the board, with the approval of the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council, 


The Savings Certificates Act. 


This act makes provision whereby 
any person who wishes to invest in an 
absolutely safe security at a rate of | 
interest may purchase Proyincial Sav- 
ings Certificates in amounts of $10.00, 
$100.00 and 1000.00 respectively. These 
certificates may be bought at par from 
the Proyinclal Treasurer, they are 
payable on demand and bear interest 
at five per cent. per annum, com- 
pounded half yearly. They give the 
small investor an excellent opportunity 
to obtain a good rate of interest on a 
security that can be turned into cash 
at any time. The certificates may be 
called in by the treasurrer after they 
have been issued three years, 


The Factories Act. 


This act is lengthy and contains a 
great many important provisions for 
the protection of the life, health and 
well-being of the employees in factor- 
ies, shops and office buildings. The act 
is of auch a nature that it is almost 
impossible to give an adequate idea of 
its breadth in a condensed form, The 
main features of general interest are 
as follows: 

The provisions of the act shall ap- 
ply to shops, offices and office buildings 
in ojties and tewns haying a population 
exceeding 6000 and to all factories 
within the province. 

The Lieutenant-Governor in Council 
is given power to appoint as many in- 
spectors, male or female, as may be 
necéssary to carry out the provisions 
of ie act. 

Every inspector is given wide pow- 
ers to enter, inspect and examine any 
factory, shop, bakeshop or office build- 
ing and to make such examination and 
inquiry as may be considered necessary 
to ascertain whether the provisions of 

the act are being complied with, and 
for such purpose has power to examine 
employees. 

No person under the age of fifteen 
years shall be employed in any fac- 
tory, shop, office or office building. 

No person shall be emiployed by any 
employer in any factory, shop, office 
or office building at a wage less than 
$1.50 per shift, except in the case of 
apprentices, who may be paid a wage 
of not less than $1.00 per shift. 

In any shop in which women are 
employed there shall be provided and 
kept therein a sufficient and suitable 
chair or seat for the use of every 
such woman permanentniy employed, 
and the employer shall permit her 
to use such chair or seat when not 
necessarily engared in her work, and 
he shall not by any threat, rule of 
ether intimation express or imply, or 


by «ny contrivance, preyent any fe- 
male employee from using such chair 
or seat. 


The hours of labor for any person 
in any one day jworking day ehift 
shall not be earlier than seven o'clock 
nor later than six o'clock, and the 
hours of labor for night shift shall not 
exceed eight ‘hours, No person shall 
be employed for more than one shift 
in one day without permission from 
the inspector, 

Invery employer shall allow every 
employee not less than one hour be- 
tween eleven and two o'clock of each 
fay for meals. 

All wages earned by any person be- 
tween the firat day and the fifteenth 
day of a» month shall be paid not later 
than on the first Saturday after the 
fifteenth, and all wages earned be- 
tween tho sixteenth day and the last 
day of a month shall be paid not 
later than the first Saturday of the 
month following. 

Siringent sanitary regulations are 
provided for, with heavy penalties for 
tne breaking of same. 

Special provisions are made to ap- 
ply to bakeshops and clothing manu- 
facturies, to the guarding of machin- 
ery, to elevators and hoists ,to fire 
protection end protection and to no- 
tices of accidents, explosions and 
deaths, 

The provisions as to the employ- 
ment of children, wages to be paid 
and hours of work are made to ap- 
ply, with necessary changes, to work 
or employment given by employers to 
employees to be done by piece work 
in the factory or elsewhere and to 
every other species of ouiworking, 


An Act to Amend the Private 
‘Ditches Act. 


An amendment provtdes for the ap- 
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portioning the work and furnishing 
the material and for the maintenance 
of the work after construction among 
the lands affected by a Board of As- 
sessors, composed of the engineer and 
two other members elected by the 
interesied parties, instead of this work 
being done by the engineer alone as 
formerly. 


An gid to ey the Drainage 
ct, 


An ‘gia nAinasi provides for the ap- 
portioning of the cost of the work to 
be borne by each parcel of land by a 
Board of Assessors composed of the 
engineer, one representative elected by 
tho petitioners and a resident of the 
area or of the vicinity of the drainage 
district appointed by the minister, in- 
stead of this work done by the engi- 
neer alone as formerly, 


An Act ‘to Amend the School Or- 
dinance and the School 
Assessment Ordinance. 


OOL ORDINANCE 


THE SCH 
An amendment provides that where 
two or more districts are formed into 
a consolidated district the board of 
such consolidated district may, with 
the consent of the minister, take over 
the assets and assume the liabilities of 
the said districts or any one or more 
of them upon such terms and condi- 
tions as may be agreed upon. 

Tho Act in regard to the power 
school trustees to provide for 
conveyance of pupils to and 
school and pay the cost thereof 
been changed to read as follows: 

“Shall have power to supply vans or 
conveyances to be approved by the 
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department for the conveyance of 
pupils to school, and may determine 
the route such vana or conveyances 


shall travel and what pupils, in the 
opinion of the board, st is necessary to 
80 convey, and in case there shall be 
any dispute as to the distance any 
pupil is required to traeei without con- 
veyance to © van route or to the school 
the same shall be reverred to an in- 
spector, whose decision shall be fingl.” 

The powers formerly held by every 
town district to provide special de- 
partments to employ a health officer 
and to engage a superincendent and to 
furnish luncheon at the noon hour 
have been extended to all districts with 
the proviso that no superintendent 
shall be engaged in any school district 
except where more than twenty 
teachers are employed. Further 
power is given to furnish the pupils 
With text books, exercise books, pens, 
pencils and other supplies, either free 
of charge or at a price to be fixed by 
the board. 

The Act has been changed in re- 
ard to the security to be given by 
@ secretary-treasurer. Refore enter- 
ing upon his duties he fs now required 
to give a bond, in the form approved of 
and registered with the minister, for 
such amount as the board may deem 
sufficient, 

Where a by-law fs summitted to the 
vote of the ratepayers in ai town 
school district the said by-law shall be 
submitted in accordance with the pro- 
visions of The Town Act or special Act 
incorporating the city or town, as the 
case may be, governing the taking of 
votes on money by-laws, 

The expression “resident ratepayer"” 
shall mean and include the husband, 
wife, son or daughter of any resident 
ratepayer, provided such husband, 
wife, son or daughter ts of the full age 
of twenty-one years ane resides in the 
schoo! district.

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SCHOOL, ASSESSMENT 
ORDINANCE

Is amended as follows: 

Where any person in a rural or vil- 
lage school district takes an appeal

The Minister of Iducation may, by

and any assessment and taxation for 
school purposes, any consolidated 
school district shall be deemed a rural 
school district and thereafter nll the 
provisions of the Ordinance relating to 
® rural district shall apply thereto, 
save and excepting the provision limit- 
ing the rate of taxation to 12 cents per 
acre, 
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| Municipal L Legislation 4 
“The Municipal Hospitals Act. 


By the provisions of this Act the 
organized portions of the province, 
that Is, the areas incorporated as 
Local Imprevement Districts, Rural 
Municipalities, Villages, Towns and 
Citles (of a population of less than 
500) will be grouped into Hospital 
Districts, and these organizations may 
unite to provide hospital accommo- 
dation within such Hospital District 
for the people living within its boun- 
duries, This provision may he made 
by an arrangement with an existing

The Patriotic Tax Act 


This act makes provision whereby 
any urban or rural municipality or 
local improvement district may levy a 
tax to provide a fund to be paid over 
to the Cenadian Patriotic Fund of Al- 
berta, ‘The rate of taxation to be 
levied for this purpose is not limited, 
the amount of the rate being a matter 
which is left entirely in the hands of 
the council of the municipality or local 
improvement district, 

All property of persona who have 
enlisted for overseas naval or military 
service of His Majesty's Allies is ex- 
empt from this tax, (and such proper 
ty may by the same act be exempted 
from taxation for any other purpose) 
If any taxes have been paid on such 
property the act gives authority for 
the rebate or remission of such taxes 
and yalidates atl grants hitherto given 
to the Patriotic Fund. 


An Act to Amend the Municipal 
Oo-Operative Hail Insur- 
ance Act, 


During the year of 1916, on account 
of the heavy hall losses, the Hail In- 


surance District was not able to pay 
all awards, Provision has been made 
by this amendment to the act whereby 
the systern of tnxation for hail pur 
poses is changed from a flat rate on all 
assessment lands to a flat rate of five 
cents per acre, to pay all hail losses for 
the yenr, administration expenses and 
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whereby the wife, husdand, son or 
daughter of each person assessed has 
the right to vote at the election for 
councillors in these different organ- 
igations; provided, of course, that 
such wife, husband, son or daughter 
is an actual resident of the munici- 
pality or local improvement district 
and is of the full age of twenty-one 
years. As these Acts formerly stood, 
no member of a ratepayer's family 
had any right to vote although such 
member might be an active citizen, 
carrying on or assisting in carrying 
on or assiating in carrying on business 
within the municipatity or local im 
provement district, and it seemed only 
fair that they should have something 
to gay In the election of councillors, 

Amendments were also made by 
separate Acts to The Provincial Loans 
Act, The Succession Duties Act, The 
Theatre Goers' Taxation Act, The Life 
Insurance Beneficiaries’ Act, The Pub 
lie Worke Act, and The Trustee Ordin- 
ance, particulars of which are not re- 
ferred to here, the amendments not 
being of general public interat.

This 
amendment places the business of the 
Haii Insurance District on a solid foot- 
ing, and will give the grain growers 
within the area of the district hall in- 
surance at less than cost. 


The Houses of Public Accommo- 
dation Act. 


Under this act any city, town or 
village in the province is given power 
to pass bylaws licensing, regulating 
and governing all houses of public 
pecommodation. This will enable such 
municipalities to eee that all houses 
of public accommodation are kept by 
people of good character, that the 
premises are suitable for the business, 
and that such premises sre kept in 
good condition. The Act also gives the 
munieipality power to allow rebates 
on municipal taxes levied in connec- 
tion with such houses, and in general, 
gives a municipality power to assist in 
any way that appears desirable to pro- 
vide proper accommodation for the 
travelling public. All moneys collect- 
ed for license fees or penalties under 
such by-laws are payanvre to the muni- 
cipality. 

An Act to Amend the Rural 
Municipality Act. 


The amendment provides for coun- 
cillors holding office r two years In 
place of one, as was formerly the 
ease. It was felt that by having a 
councillor in office ouwty for one year 
a good deal was lost to the munici- 
pality In the shape of experience gain- 
ed during the one year's service, This 
amendment will conserve this ex 
perience for the use of the munici- 
pality, and will provide also for more 
continuity in the work being carried 
on by the municipality. 

‘To meet conditions complained of by 
a& number of municipal councils pro- 
vision is also made for a penalty where 
a councillor of his own individual au- 
thority authorizes an expenditure con- 
trary to the wishes of a majority of 
the council as a whole. The Act pro- 
vides that expenditure should only be 
made under the directions of the coun- 
cil as a whole, and no mdependent au- 
thority is given to individual council- 
lors, but in some cases councillors 
take such authority upon themselves 
and thus place the council in a rather 
embarrassing position by making it 
necessary to authorize expenditure on 
an unfair basis, . 

To assist residents in rural munici- 
palities which may be so located as to 
make it impossible for a hospital dis- 
trict to be organized, power has been 
viven to the council to make a grant 
to induce a physician to locate in the 
municipality. It is clear that there 
are likely to be more rural organiza- 
tions that will not be in a position to 
become part of a hospital district 
scheme for some time, and therefore 
it seemed advisable that power should 
be given whereby they might assist 
in securing the services of a physician 
for the ratepayers if they so desired. 


An Act to Amend the Local 
Improvement Act. 


The principal changes in this Act 
were the amendments making a local 
improvement district a corporate body, 
giving them power to issue debentures 
for hospital purposes, and placing tax 
enforcement proceedings entirely in 
their own hands. Jt is, of course, de- 
sirable that local improvement dis- 
tricts should have me privilege of 
joining with municipalities in hospital 
districts if they wish, and in order to 
Place them in a position to benefit by 
The Municlpal Hospitats Act it was 
necessary that they should be made 
a corporate body, have power to Issue 
debentures for hospital purposes, and 
that they should have full control of 
their enllection of taxes so that. they 
might have power within themselves 
to make definite arrangements to meet 
the payments required, It should also 
be noted that provision was made for 
further organization of local improve- 
ment districts so that no locality might 
be deprived of the advantages of The 
Municipal Mogepitals Act through lack 
of organization, 

An amendment was also made to 
The Local Improvement Act, similar 
to that made to The Rural Muniel- 
pality Act, whereby a local improve- 
ment district may give a grant to in- 
duce a physician to locate in the dis-

Stony Plain, May 1l—A pian tu 
test the cows of the district so as to 
determine which are profitable enoug) 
to keep is being inaugurated by H. H. 
Mefntyre, B.8.A., the district agent of 
the provinelal departmoint of agricul- 
ture, who has tnis spring been per- 
manently logated at Stony Plain. Each 
farmer is to weigh the milk of the 
cow and record the result on a sheet 
provided by the district agent. At in- 
tervals from 4 to 6 weeks the Babcock 
test will determine the percentage of 
butter fat. At the end of the year, wilh 
information available, the profitable 
ones are Known and the unprofitable 
cows culled out, 

In time this pian may add as much 
profit in the dairy departments of the 
mixed farnis of the district as the plan 
of co-operative uniformity has already 
Gone in the production of Stonv Plain 
potatoes which with an increased sup- 
ply were easily sold at a higher price, 

ne ‘3 on foot here for the 
farmers to supply two car ioads of po- 
tatoes for the Belgian Relief Fund, 
each farmer to contribute two sacks, 
a re came will be placed on 
each sack and probably the variety of 
Voiuto aso, It is hoped to have the 
shipment made early in October. 

The Parks board appuinted by the 
town council is going to make an ef- 
fort to improve the fair grounds and 
the town generaily, $75 has been ap- 
propriated by the tow:r council to aid 
in this work. Gifts of perenntals and 
shrubs would be appreciated especiai- 
ly during May and June.

Act, ‘The Act provides that any nah 


five or miore farmers may avail Wiem- 
selves of Its provisions by Joining to 
wether for that purpose, These mon 
may borrow up to $500 each, The 
money is Marred to them for a period 
of five years at 6 percent. interast. 
The tarmer receives the full $600 and 
he has nothing to pay but $80 (nlerest 
once a year until the end of five year 
The only expense in connection with 
the lodn isa fee of $1 for every $100 
borrowed. There is-no further expense 
in connection with chattel mortgages 
ov the registration of the same, as the 
Live Stock Cormmissioner in the De- 
pertment of Agriculture holds the cat- 
tle in security for the loan by means 
of a government brand, A certain 
amount of supervision Is made over 
the purchase of the cattle, or rather, 
the farmer is given whatever assist- 
anece he may require {n the purchase 
of his cows. The money must be used 
exclusively in the purchase of cows or 
heifers, except in case a number of 
members of en association wish to pur- 
chase a pure-bred bull to be used by 
them as an association, and then 10 
per cent, of their money may be used

Lodge of Massachusetts 

his is the sixty-seventh birthday 
of United States Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge of Massachusetts, who was born 
in Boston, on May 12, 1850. Senator 
Lodge is a graduate of Harvard and 
has had degrees bestowed upon him 
by that institution of learning as well 
as by Yale, Williams an dothers, Af- 
ter graduating from Harvard he took 
up literary work and was editor of the 
North American Review from 1873 to 
1878, when he was admitted to the 
bar. In 1880 ‘he was elected to the 
Massachusetts house of prepresenta- 
tives and was re-elected the following 
year. In 1887 he was elecied to con- 
gress from the sixth Massachusetts 
district. He remained in the lower 
house until 18938 when he was chosen 
Mr. Lodge has 
been a member of the senate ever 
since thut time, 

Mr. Lodge's political career has 
been a most interesting one and in all 
conventions and wussemblies of Re- 
publicans, whether they were state or 
national, has always played a leading 
part. /He it was who placed Thomas 
B. Reed in nomination for the presi- 
dency in 1896. Besides his active pol- 
ittcal career, Mr. Lodge hus found 
time to lecture on American history at 
various \universities and besides this 
has written books and essays on a 
wide range of subjects. Mr. Lodge 
has come to be looked upon ag the 
Republican leader in the United States 
While he ig a staunch parti- 
san, he has let party politics go by 
the board in the present international 
stiuation and from the beginning has 
been an ardentt backer of all of Presi- 


i} dent Wilson's war measures. Senator

The First Mecting of Tammany 

Today is the birthday of ‘Tammany, 
the great politioal organization which 
is so prominently identified with the 
city of New York. On May 12, 1789, 
William Mooney, an uphelsterer, who 
previously had been active as one of 
the Sons of Liberty, four.ded in New 
York, founded what was to be a pat- 
riotic and social organization, the sec- 
ret society of St. ‘Tammany, or Col- 
umbian order, which in 1805 was 
regularly incorporated as a fraternal 
ald society. The society was divided 
into thirteen tribes, each of which 
had its separate ¢otem, the year be- 
ing divided into four seasons, each 
month being called by some distin- 
guisned Characteristic. The officers 
became known as the Grand Sachem, 
the sachems, the sagamore, jor mas- 
ter of ceremonies and the wiskinskt, 
or doorkeeper, In 1813 the society 
built its first hall, and in 1267 moved 
to Tammany hall in Fourteenth street, 
New York city, where it bas been ever 
vince, Fourteenth street and Tam- 
many hall have long since become 
synonomous. The political organiza- 
tion is nominally distinct from the 
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society, but the two have become al- 
most identical, the leadership of both 
being in the same hands, Early in 
its history Tammany began to take 
4n active part in politics. Aaror Burr 
is supposed to have been its ttutor 
in the ways of politics and in 1800 
the society took part in its first cam- 
paign, being instrumentai in carrying 
New York for Thomas Jefferson. 
_ The name Tammany is adapted 
from that of an Indian chief, Tam- 
‘unend, of the Delaware tribe, who 
!' was famous for his virtues and wis- 
dom, He died in 1740 and was bur- 
; ied in New Britain township, Bucks 
jcounty, Pa. ‘Tammany was one of 
) the earliest social organizations — in 
America. The members in the early 
days were accustomed to dress in In- 
dian costume,

In a 
letter to his friend Gardner the great 
discovered thua modestly expresses 
himself on this memorable  experi- 
ment: “A tboy of the name of Phipps 
was innoculated in the arm from a 
postule on the hand of a young wom- 
un, named Sarah Nelmes, who was 
infected by her master’s cows, The 
boy was innoculated for the smallpox 
which, as I ventured to predict, pro- 
duced no effect.” Never was there a 
discovery so beneficial to the human 
race and never did « discovery meet 
with so violent an opposition. War 
was waged against vaccination in 
medical schools and in the press and 
it jwas years and years before the 
benefits of vaccination were universal- 
ly recognized, As it is, there are to-
